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PREFACE. 



The Committee of the Royal Artillery Institution, in publishing a revised 
edition of "Kane's List of Officers of the Regiment," have completed it down 
to the present day, and have also added the names of all Officers who were in 
the Corps as far back as the year 1716, the original Kane's list only com- 
mencing in the year 1763. 

There were Companies of Artillery at a still earlier date, but they were 
usually reduced at the end of a campaign, and no permanent establishment existed 
previous to 1716. 

Short biographies of some of the more distinguished Officers have been 
added to the present edition, which it is hoped will be found of interest. The 
Committee however are aware that these biographies are in some respects incom- 
plete, and they will therefore be glad to receive such additional information as 
may enable them to enlarge this portion of the book in a future edition.

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SHORT BIOGRAPHIES 



OF 



SOME OF THE MORE DISTINGUISHED OFFICERS. 



[The marg^inal numbers refer to the place of each Officer in the Begimental List.] 



1 Lieut-Genebal ALBEET BOEGARD was of 
an ancient family in Denmark, and began his 
military career in the year 1675, in the army of his 
sovereign, at that time at war with Sweden. 

After eight years study of the art of war, during 
which he had much practical experience, he appears 
to have led the life of a soldier of fortune, serving 
as a volunteer alternately with the armies of Poland, 
Hungary, Prussia, and France, and was present 
in all the important actions engaged in by those 
nations during the nine years he was thus em- 
ployed. 

In the year 1692, being then 83 years of age, 
Eang William III. induced him to transfer his 
services to Great Britain ; he was at that time a 
veteran of eleven engagements and of twelve sieges. 
A few years later he was employed in the organiza- 
tion of the Eoyal Regiment of Artillery, of which he 
was the first Colonel Commandant ; in this capacity 
he revised the artillery materiel of the day, and 
the elaborate MS. tables which are still extant 
attest the care with which this duty was performed. 
The regulations he framed for the construction of 
guns and carriages, the proof of guns and small 
arms, &c. appear to have come into force at 
different periods from 1718 to 1725, 

This distinguished officer saw much active service 
in the wars of King William and Queen Anne in 
Flanders, Spain, and Minorca. 

He was personally engaged during this period 
in seven battles and twelve sieges; at length 
covered with wounds, he finished a life full of 
years and honours on the 7th February, 1751, 
at the age of 92. 

The officers of the Royal Artillery, from the 
great respect they entertained for his distinguished 
valour and abilities, caused his portrait, taken from 
an original painting, to be placed in the Royal 
Military Repository in 1785. This picture is now 
in the Royal Artillery Mess Room at Woolwich.

LiEUT-CoLONEL JONAS WATSON served in 
Flanders under the Duke of Marlborough; com- 
manded the Artillery at the defence of Gibraltar in 
1727, and at the capture of Carthagena in 1741. 



Lieut-General GEOEGE WILLIAMSON 
commanded the Royal Artillery at the siege and 
capture of Louisburg in 1758, and during the 
operations in North America, terminating with the 
capture of Montreal in 1760, when Canada was 
ceded to the British.

T> 
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Gbnebal WILLIAM BELFORD serred at 
Csrth^ena 1741, in Flanders (iiicludiog the battle 
of DettiDgen) 1743-5, and received B brevet majority 
after this battle, commanded the Itoyal Artillery at 
the battle of CuUoden, after nhich he was made a 
bre»et Lieut-Colonel, where "by hia spirit and 
boldness he checked the vigonr of the clans and 
gave the rietory."* 

Commanded the Royal Artilltry in Flanders 
1747-8. Was Commandant of Woolwich Garrison 
from 17G1 to 1757- A document headed " Col. 
Belford's March of the Artillery," will be found in 
MuUer's Treatise, published in 1757, and preserves 
man^ curious details of the arrangements of the 
previous campaign in Flanders, 1747-8, in respect 
to the train of Artillery. When the allied array 
separated Col. Belford brought over from Flanders 
a Hanoverian fifer, by name John Utrich, who 
taaght the fifcrs in the British serrice, established 
first in the Bojal ArtiUeiy at the end of the war 
in 1745.

LiECT-GtsBHAL THOMAS DESAQULIERS. 
F.R.8. commanded Royal Artillery at the reduction 
of Belleisle in 1761- A manuscript journal of that 
■iepe, attributed to him, is in the R.A. Library at 
Woolwich. 

Was distinguished for bis scientific attainments, 
particularly in the art of war. Anticipating 
Camotit Colonel Desaguliers iovented a method 
of throwing small shot to the number of 400 to 
600 from mortars, to descend on the heads of 
troops. He also when firemaaler (before 17S0) 
ID the Royal Laboratory, made numerous ex- 
periments for the construction of rockets. 

This talented OEGcer was the first artilleryman 
who had the honour of being elected a Fellow of 
the Boyal Socie^ ; but his name is chiefly remem- 
bered for the superior refiitement of the instruments 
he introduced for examining and verifying the 
bores of cannon, " Desaguliers' Instrument" re- 
mains to this day in use in the Boyal Gan 
Factories. 



Lieot-Obnbbal THOMAS ORD commanded the 
first company of the Royal Artillery sent to America, 
which was almost annihilated at the battle near 
Fort du Quesne, 9lh July, 1766. Previous to the 
capture of Quebec. 16th Sept. 175B. Major Ord was 
sent a^inst Ticonderago and Crown Point with 
111 of ihe R.A., pert of the force under General 
Amherst. Was ^so at the takit>g of Martinique, 
OQ tlie 7tb Febmaiy, 17SS. 

$S OBNEBii JAMES PATTISON commanded the 
companies of Royal ArttUery sent to Portugal in 1763. 
Was sent to Vcnicfl in 17fi9 to (nperintend the 



organization of the Venetian Artillery. Commanded 
R.A. during the latter part of the American Revo- 
lutionary War, anil was sometime Commandant of 
New York. Was twice Commandant of Woolwich 
Garrison, and was also Governor of the Boyal 
Military Academy. 

Majob-Gbsehal THOMAS JAMES served on 
the coast of France, 1757> Commanded Royal 
Artillery during the early part of the American 
Revolutionary War. Was the author of the 
" llcreulanean Straits," one of the earliest works 
on Gibraltar. 

LiEtT-GENEBAL SAMUEL CLEAVELAND 
commanded Royal Artillery in America and the 
West Indies on many important occasions from 
1759 to 1777, including the defence of Guadaloupe 
(1759), capture of the Havnonah (after the death 
of Colonel Leith) 1763, Branitywtne Creek, and 
several other important actions during the American 
Revolutionary War. 

Libut-Gekerai. FORBES MACBEAN was at 
the battle of Fontenoy iu 1745. In June 174S he 
was attached to the army in Holland, and served 
in that country until the peace of Aii-la-ChapcIle 
in Not. 1748, Was engaged at Rocour, 30th 
Sept. 1746, and at the battle of Laffeldt, 11th June 
1747. Captain Macbean was ordered with his 
company to Germany, and commanded the heavy 
brigade of the BritUh Artillery in 1759-60-61, 
rendering conspicuous services, especially at Minden 
in August 1759, Warbei^ in July 1760, and 
Fritzlar in February 1761. 

Embarked for Portugal in 1762, and served 
with the corpt d'arm^e commanded by the Count 
de la Lippe as Major of the Artilleiy in all the 
operations of that campaign. 

In 1 763 he was appointed Colonel of a regiment 
of Portuguese Artillery, and in 1766 Inspector- 
General of all the Portugoese Artillery. In 1778 
commanded the Royal Artilleiy in Canada, and in 
1780, when an invasion of that countiy was anlici- 
pateJ, commanded the left brigade, covering SoreL 

Colonel Forbes Macbean was elected a Fellow 
of the Boyal Society in 1786. It is much to be 
regretted that there are no records of the later yean 
of this distinguished officer. 



Majob-Gbnbbal WILLIAM PmLLTPS wu 
when a veiy young officer appointed to the command 
of a company of miners (attached to and forming 
part of the Boyal Artillery), raised for service in 
Minorca in 1756. The capitulation of Port Mahon 
(Minorca), having rendered the services of the 
miners unnecessary, the company was established 
the following year, Bs one of the regiment of 
artillery, Phillips retaining the command (although 
he had never held the rank of Captain-Lieutenant), 
through the interest of Sir John Ligonicr, Lieut- 
General of the Ordnance, to whom he had been 
aide-de-camp ; thia appomtment naturally gave 
great annoyance to other officeia before whom 
he had been preferred. 

In 1758 he was sent to Germany tn comm&nd 
ot the British Artillery, attached to the army of

H.S.H. Prince Ferdinand of Brunswicli, a regular 
Brigade of Artillery consisting of three companiea 
having been estabtiahed. Commanded the artillery 
at the battle of Mtnden in 1TS9, the batteries 
under hira being eommamled by Captains Macbean, 
Drummond, and Foy. These Officers were espe- 
cially tlinnkedandcorapUmeti ted by Prince Ferdinand 
in his general order the day after the battle, and as 
B testimony of his great saliafactioa of their gallant 
behariour, he presented Captain Phillips with lODO 
crowns and the other Officers with 500 each. 

At the action of Warberg. 30th July 1760, the 
Marijuis of Granbyatated that the British Artillery 
commanded by Captain Phillips made such expe- 
dition that they were in line to second the attack 
in the most surprising nianner, and the retreat of 
the French was attributed to the British cannon 
and dragoons. 

This engagement is memorable as being the first 
occnsion on which the artillery came into action at 
a gallop. 

Whilst in Germany Phillips established the first 
band in the Eoyal Artillery. 

In 1776 Lieut-Colonel Phillips joined the army 
in America under Lieut-Generals Sir Guy Carleton 
and fiurgoyne, and commanded the Artillery, 
consisting of six companies, at Ihe engagement of 
Skenes borough, near Ticonderoga ; and at the 
affair at Stillwater, near Saratov, 19th September, 
1777, and battle of Saratoga, 7th October, having 
been promoted to Major-General in August, while 
still but a regimental M^jor in the Artillery. 

He conducted the retreat from Saratoga in 
October, 1777. and was the second senior ut the 
Council of War on the 13th of that month, when 
Lieut-General Burgoyue decided on surrendering 
to the Republican forces. 

In 17S1 Major-Gcneral Phillips having been 
exchanged for the American General Lincoln, joined 
the army at New York, and on the 20th March 

froceeded with 8000 picked troops to Bbwle 
sland, to prevent the French troops sailing for the 
Chesapeake, on which dnty he was frequently engaged, 
both with the shipping and the enemy on shore. 

Here, unfortunately, he contracted the disease 
which, too early for his country, cut short a career 
of the highest promise. He died at St Petersburg, 
in Virginia, on the 18th May, 1781. 

There is a very good engraving of him made for 
the Officers of the Royal Artillery from a paiutiog 
by F. Coles, B.A. 



Gbnbbal sir a. FARRINQTON, Bart, was 
the son of Lieut-Colonel Charles Farriiigton, Royal 
Artillery, and served in America from 1764 to 
1768, and again from 1773 to 1783, and was 
engaged in most of the actions with the republicans 
from Bunker's Hill to the capture of Philadelphia. 

He commanded the Boyal Artillery at Plymouth in 
1738-9. at Gibraltar 1790-1, at Woolwich 17'J4-7, 
andinnoUKndinl7'J9. He was B.C.L.ofOifonI, 
and in consideration of his long and valued services 
he was created a baronet on the 3rd October, 1818. 
He served in three reigns, for the long period of 
sixty-einht years, being at the time of bis death 
the oldest officer in the British service, retaining 
the use of his faculties and performing the fuacttona 
of his office to the last. 



Liect-Genrdal THOMAS DAVIES saw much 
service in North America during the opemtiona 
connected with the conquest of Caniidn. At one 
time (while a Lieutenant) he commanded a naval 
force on Lake Champlain, and took a Prrnch frigate 
of 1 8 guns after a close action of nearly three hours. 
Lieut Davies hoisted the lirst British flag in 
Montreal- He served as Captain of a Company in 
the most important actions of the American Kevolu- 
tionaty War. During his long service he had 
command of the Bo^al Artillery at Coxbealh Cauiii, 
also at Gibraltar, iii Canada, and at Plymouth, 
Was also two years Commandant of Quebec, 



Gesebal VAUGHAN LLOYD was present at 

the battle of Hinden (17B!t). the defence of 
Gibraltar (1779-1783), and eommauded the Royal 
Artillery in the West Indies during part of the 
war against the French Eepublic (1193-95), 



Liedt-Gknbeal sir WILLIAM CONQBEVE, 
Bart, was selected when a Captain by Lord 
Townaend in 1778 to organise a school of instruc- 
tion in Artillery exercises and machines, under the 
title of the Royal Military Repository, and was 
ajipointed Comptroller of the Boyal Laboratory in 
1783. 

His energies in that department cannot be better 
exemplified than by the fact, that in consequence of 
the serious complaints of Admiral Baringlon, he 
was sent in 1779 to Plymouth, to examine the 
gunpowder of His Majesty's ships, and on 
inspection found only four serviceable barrels in 
the whole fleet. This led to the Government 
establishment at Waltbam Abbey being founded 
under his direction, and in a few years the quality 
of powder was so much improved as to lead to a 
large reduction of charges, many of which had con- 
tinued down to that time to be one half the shot's 
weight. It is probable to this that allusion is made 
in Congreve's epitaph : " He saved his country a 
million of money, but died unenriched himself." 
He served with cbstinclion at the siege of Louis- 
burg in 1758, at the capture of Havannah, and at 
Martinique. He commanded the Artillery in 
several of the earlier campaigns of the first 
American War. As Lieut-Colonel he commanded 
the Artillery under the Duke of York in Flanders, 
and at the siege of Talenciennea. The introduction 
of the block trail for Field Artillery is due to him. 
Less publicly known than hii sou the inventor of 
the Cnngreve Hocket, he nevertheless exercised an 
im|>ortant influence on the tnetruction and acience 
of the Royal Artillery. 

The second Sir W, Congreve styles himself 
Colonel Congreve in his patents of 1818-18 ; but 
he was never in the regular army, although from 
his numerous artillery inventions, and from the 
circumstance of his having succeeded his father as 
Comptroller of the Royal Laboratories and super- 
intendent of military machiues at Woolwich, he is 
commonly supposed to have belonged to the 
artillery. He first exhibited bis nickels before 
Mr Pitt and a number of cabinet ministers in 1 30S. 
Sir W. Congreve sat in Parliament for the borough 
of Galton in UU, and for Plymouth in 1S30-S6, 
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899 Lieut-Colonel FRANCIS DOWNMAN was in 
1758 with the army at this time commanded by 
the Duke of Marlborough at the destruction of the 
French shipping and stores at St Malo; he was 
present at the demolition of the works and batteries 
at Cherbourg, and afterwards at the unlucky affair 
at St Cas, commanding the only two 6-pr8. that 
were on shore. 

He sailed for the West Indies the same year with 
the army under the old General llopson ; was with 
the troops that made a landing in Martinique^ and 
was very actively employed at the reduction of 
Guadaloupe, where he remained till the peace of 
1763, except attending the troops that captured 
Dominica ; he came to England at the end of the 
year 1763. In November, 1764, he was ordered 
with a small detachment of artillery to Pensacola 
in the Gulf of Mexico, to take possession of that 
miserable place, and had the misfortune to remain 
there till the year 1771, when he was ordered to 
St Augustine, in the Gulf of Florida, where he 
remained till 1772. 

He was with the army under General Howe ; and 
was constantly employed from the time of landing 
at the head of Elk, till the entrance of the army 
into Philadelphia. 

He was the only English officer with the troops 
under Count Donop at the unfortunate attack on 
the works at Red Bank, on the Jersey shore. In 
November 1778, he was ordered with the army 
under General Grant to the West Indies, and was 
much employed at the reduction of St Lucia, 
where he remained till it was restored to France. 



50 J Lieut THOMAS DEANE PEARCE served in 
the Royal Artillery at St Malo, Cherbourg, &c. in 
1758, at Martinique and Guadaloupe in 1759, 
Belleisle in 1761, at Havannah in 1762, and 
in his own words, "though not at the head, 
he was in the heat of every attack." In 1768 his 
semces were transferred to the Bengal Artillery, 
and in 1769 he succeeded to the command of that 
regiment as a Lieut-Colonel, and " to him is maiiUy 
due the organization and efficiency of this honour- 
able and distinguished Corps, of which he may be 
justly styled the father." lie was the intimate 
friend of Warren Hastings, and his second in his 
famous duel with Francis. 

In 1781 he marched by land in command of a 
detachment to Madras, and took part in the 
campaign of that year against Hyder Ali, and 
commanded the left wing of the army under Sir 
Eyre Coote at the battle of Cuppoor, where Hyder 
Ali was defeated. In 1783 he was wounded at the 
unsuccessful attack on Cuddalore, and returned to 
Ikngal in 1784, the war having been brought to a 
close. 

He died at Calcutta, 15th June, 1789, and a 
handsome pillar of the Corinthian order was raised 
to his memory at Dum-Dum by his brother officers, 
in testimony of their respect. 

JJJ Majoe STEPHEN PAYNE ADYE when a 
subaltern, produced the well-known work on 
Courts-martial, which has by the aid of successive 
editors, continued to be one of the highest 
authorities on that subject down to the present 



day. He served as Brigade-Migor to the Boyal 
Artillery in the American war, but retired early. 
He is principally commemorated as the first of a 
name which has been distinguished in the Artilleiy 
for a century. 



General SIR THOMAS BLOMEFIELD, Bt. 
in 1759 commanded a bomb vessel at the bombard- 
ment of Havre under Rodney. He subsequently 
joined the fleet in Quiljeron Bay, selected perhaps 
for this amphibious duty on the grounds of having 
been a midshipman in H. M.S. "Cambridge" 
before he joined the Royal Military Academy. In 
1762 Lieut. Blomeiield was present at the capture 
of Martinique and the Havannah ; subsequently of 
Pensacola and Mobile. In 1776 Captain Blome- 
iield proceeded to America as Brigade-Miyor to 
Brigadier Phillips. 

Among his services at this period was the 
construction of floating batteries upon the Canadian 
Lakes, and he was actively engaged mth the armv 
under General Burgoyue until the action which 
preceded the unfortunate convention of Saratoga, 
when he was severely wounded by a musket ^ot 
in the head. In 1780 Captain Blomefield was 
appointed Inspector of Artillery and of the Brass 
Foundry. 

Never was the need of military supervision over 
military manufactures more apparent than at this 
period. The guns supplied to the naval and 
military services had degenerated to the lowest 
point in quality. 

Attacking these abuses vigorously. Captain 
Blomefield the very first year of his appointment 
condemned no less than 496 pieces in proof; and 
so fully were the advantages of the new roles 
appreciated that a royal warrant was issued in 
1783 re-organizing the whole department, which 
was placed under his entire direction. 

From this period dates the high character of 
British cast-iron and brass ordnance. 

Major-General Blomefield was selected in 1807 
to command the Artillery in the expedition to 
Copenhagen, and received for his services on this 
occasion the thanks of both Houses of Parliament, 
and a baronetcy. 



Lieut-General ROBERT LAWSON served at 
the attack and siege of Belleisle. 

In Januar)' 1793 the first troop of Royal Horse 
Artillery was organized, and he obtained the com- 
mand of it, the formation of three others was also 
superintended by him, and he arranged the drill, so 
as to enable them to conform to the movements of 
cavalry. In 1800 Colonel Lawson was appointed 
to the command of the Artillery ordered on the 
expedition to Egypt under Sir Ralph Abercrombie^ 
upon which he was honoured with a commission 
(dated 6th June, 1800) as Brigadier-General in 
that army, and in this service he was wonnded 
severely at the battle of Alexandria. 

" Short Notes on Professional Subjects," p. 19« 
published with the " Proceedings " E.A. Institution, 
contains a paper extracted from a MS. of Geoenl 
Lawson's describing his ingenious measures for 
overcoming some of the novel difficulties presented 
by a campaign in that country.

At the conclosion of this campaigri, his and tlie 
chief engineer's service are thus mentioned in Sir 
John Hutchinson's dispatch : —

On the 5th December 1801, he received his 
commission m necoade, and on the renewal of lie 
war and alarm of intended invasion, it was thought 
proper to lake some measures for the defence of 
London, and Colonel Lawson was employed in 
respect to the batteries proposed for the occasion. 
After they were arranged and the alurm subsided, 
be was ordered to Chatham Lines (where some 
extensive new works were canying on) with the 
appointment of Brigadier- General on the Staff of 
Great Britain, and remained there some years. 



jyg Lieut GEORGE HARRIS. Although it was 
not as an arlilleryman that Lieut Harris became 
famous, the Corps must ever feel proud that one 
who was a distinguished soldier and creaUd a peer 
for his servieea, should have received his military 
education in the H.H. Academy, and have begun 
hia career in the Regiment. 

The company to which Lieut Harris belonged 
was reduced in 1763, when he obtaiued a cuin- 
ntission in the 5(h Foot, in which regirueut he 
became Captain iu 1771, and in 1774 he went to 
America, and was dangerously wounded at the 
battle of Bunher'a Hill, and was afterwards engaged 
in many actions with the republicans. In 1778 
U^or Harris was second in command of an expe- 
dition to Si Lucia. In 17S8 be went to Bombay 
as secretary and aide-de-camp to the Governor 
Sir William Medows., and in 1790 took the field 
against Tippoo Sultan and was engaged at 
Bangalore, Sevcmdroog, Mundydroog, and the 
attack on the island of Seringapalam, on the 
ethFebruaiy. 1782. 

In January, 17B7, being Ihcn Limt-Gcneral, be 
was appointed to the eommnnd of the Madras 
army, and in Vrbruarj- 1798 succeeded (o the 
charge of the civil gnvrmmcnt of Madras. In 
January 1799 General Harris took command of 
the army destined to act sgaifist Tippoo Sultan, 
and was engaged at the battle of Malaviilly, and 
the glorious siege of Srringapatam, which fell on 
the 4th May 1799, the great Tippoo being killed 
in the galenay by the storming party. 

In 181S General Harris was raised Iu the 
peerage as Lord Harris of Belmont, in Kent, and 
of Seringapalam and Mysore iu the East Imlies, 
received the qcb.. and was appointed Governor of 
Dumburton Castle. 



(21 Majob-Genbral ROBERT DOUGLAS served 
with distinction in America during the Rcvolutionaiy 
War. Was appointed Commandant ot the Corps 
of Artillery (bivers on ibeir establishment in 1 795. 
and retained the appointment until the breaking up 
of the Corps in ISIT. 



LiECT-GBKBBii:, SIR JOHN MACLEOD, och. 45g 
on the breaking out of the American Revolutionary 
War was sent with his company to New York. He 
commanded the Artillery at ihe battle of Guildford, 
16th March 1781, when he won for himself not only 
the esteem, but the personal friendship of Lord 
CornwflUis. On his relurti from America Lieut 
Macleod was placed on Ibu Staff of the Master- 
General ; and from this time till his death was 
employed in the important duties of the organiza- 
tion of the Regiment, and of the nrmngement and 
e>quipment at the .Vrlillcry for all thn expeditions 
(of which there were no fewer than chiven^ iluring 
this period. He hehl successively tlie appoinlmcnli 
of chief of the Ordnance Stnlf,' Deputy Aitjutant- 
Gencrnl, and Director Genera! of Artillery. He 
commanded the Royal Artillery during the exjtedition 
to Walchcren in 1809; the 'Earl of Cbatliam who 
commanded the army, being at the time Master- 
General. 

In 1830, George IV. desirious of marking hie 
sense of his long und important services, conferred 
on him the honor of knighthood, and invested him 
with the Grand Cross of the Royal Guclphic 
Order. 



Genebal SIR JOHN SMITH, ocb. served iii 
Canada in 1773, and tras present at St John's, 
where he was token prisoner Bih Nov. 1776. In 
January, 1777, he was exchanged and joined the 
army at Rhoile Island, under the command of the 
then Earl i'ercy, and shortly nller that at New 
York, under Sir William Howe ; he was in all 
the subsequent actions anil sic^ during the 
war, vii. ; —

When Lord ComwatliB surrendered, Captain 
Smith was allowed to return to England on parole, 
after a service of nine years in America. In 
October, 179B. he was ordered to the West Indies, 
under the command of Sir Ralph Abcrcrombie, 
and assumed command of the Aitillcry. Here he 
remained until 1797. when he was ndieved 
consequent on ill health. In 1799, ho was in 
Holland with the Duke of York, and he concluded 
his active service at Gibrallar, serving on that 
station from 1804 to 1814, first as cumraaoding 
officer of the Aitdleiy, and finally ss Governor. 

LiEtT-GEJiEBAL SIR EDWARD HOWORTH, ^l^ 
KCB., OCH., served in America, and was taken 
prisoner at Saratoga. 7th Oct. 1777. As Brigadier- 
General he commanded the Eoyal Artillery at the 
battk« of TaUvera, Itusaco, and Foentei d'Onore. 



CoLOKEi. JOHN HARDING eommanded Boytl ||jj 
ArttUci7 at the battle of Conmna. 

LiBOT-GBNEiAt GEORGE COOKSON served 5g( 
in the Royal Navy during the American Wnr, at 
Ihe nltcmate captures and defences of the West 
India Islands, 1773-7. He reoeived a commission 
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in the Bojal Artillery in 1778, and in 1785 com- 
manded a detachment of the corps on the unhealthy 
shores of the Black river in South America for 
nine months. 

Served in 1793, in the campaign in Flanders, 
under the Duke of York, and opened the first 
British battery against the besieged city of Valen- 
ciennes, and commanded the Eoyal Artillery in the 
trenches, at the successful storming of the covered 
way and horn -work, under Sir Ralph Abercrombie, 
on the 25th July. 

In 1801, the successful landing in the Bay of 
Aboukir took place, when all the field guns were 
landed, according to a plan of Major Cookson's 
(never before adopted), and brought into action, as 
soon as, if not before the infantry. He was upwards 
of two years in Egypt, and commanded the Artillery 
at the sieges of Aboukir and Marabout, and in the 
advanced lines before Alexandria, from April 7th to 
August 1 6th, when he embarked in command of the 
Artillery, and landed with the army to the westward 
of Alexandria, under General Sir Eyre Coote, whose 
thanks he received in public orders, and was par- 
ticularly mentioned in the despatches, as having 
with the Artillery under his command, borne the 
brunt of the action of the 22nd August. On 
the 29th October, I SO I, he was appointed by 
Major-Greneral Hutchinson, commandant of the 
ancient Pharos Castle, and of all the Artillery in 
Egypt, and was presented with a gold medal by 
the Grand Seignior, which he was permitted to 
wear by His Majesty, as shewn in Greneral Orders, 
6th October, 1808. At this time he was only a 
Major in the army. 

In 1805, Lieut-Col. Cookson was called upon 
by desire of Lord Cathcart to take the command 
of the Artilleiy (102 pieces and 2000 artillerymen 
and drivers) m Hanover with the army under 
the command of his lordship, but the battle of 
Austerlitz terminated the campaign, and he returned 
to regimental duty. 

In 1807, he accompanied Lord Cathcart in the 
expedition to Copenhagen, and commanded the 
whole of the Artillery in advance till within nine 
days of its surrender, when he commanded all the 
batteries on the right of the British lines. 

In October, 1808, he embarked in command of the 
Artillery, consisting of 48 guns (Field), and 1200 
men, to be landed at Corunna with the army under 
Sir David Baird, and on the 29th December follow- 
ing, supported with the Horse Artillery, the cavalry 
on the plains of Benevente when the French General 
Lefebre and several of the Imperial Guards were 
made prisoners. 

Commanded a division of Artillery in the expe- 
dition to VValcheren in 1809. 

Major -General WILLIAM MUDGE, fbs. 
was the member of a family of somewhat remark- 
able talents, and was the nephew of that Thomas 
Mudge to whom the second parliamentary prize of 
£3000 for chronometers, under the Act of 1774, 
was awarded in 1793; he very early displayed 
those tastes and abilities which warranted his 
selection to carry out the Trigonometrical Survey 
of Great Britain which had been arrested by the 
death of M^or-General Hoy in 1790. To this 
great work his life was devoted. The Philosophical 



Transactions and the recent re-publications of the 
earlier proceedings of the Ordnance Survey are the 
best monument to his memory. 

Captain Mudge was elected Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1798, and subsequently received numer- 
ous literaiy and scientific distinctions, including 
that of being elected corresponding member of the 
French Institute. 



Lieut-General HENRY SHRAPNEL served 
with the Duke of York's army in Flanders in 1798, 
and was wounded in the action near Dunkirk, in 
September of that year. He was appointed first 
Assistant Inspector of Artillery in 1804, and was 
chiefly engaged for many years in bring^ing to 
maturity the destructive missile, which in neariy 
every army in Europe is known by his name.* 
The shrapnel shell was first proposed in 1792, and 
was recommended for adoption into the service in 
1803. We find the new projectiles favourably 
reported on in the attack on Surinam the following 
year. Their after* progress, although frequently 
retarded by defects of manufacture, the impeifection 
of the fuze, and the difficulties incidental to aU 
considerable novelties in Artillery, was neverthelesa 
steady and triumphant. 

Colonel Shrapnel's services to the country were 
rewarded in 1814, with a pension of £1200 a 
year. 



Lieut-General SIR WILTSHIRE WILSON, 
KCH. joined the army on the Continent under 
the Duke of York, at the commencement of 1798, 
and was continually euiployed during that and the 
succeeding year, and was wounded at the attack oi 
Dunkirk, Aug. 24, 1793. 

As Captain Wilson he commanded the Artillery at 
Nieuport (1798) at the time that place was success- 
fully defended against a French army commanded 
by Van Damme, who was obliged to retire with 
very considerable loss on the sluices being opened. 
In conseouence of the gallantry of the fisher- 
men of this town H.R.H. the Duke of York 
incorporated them into a company of Artillery, and 
was pleased to give the command of it to Captain 
Wilson in July, 1794. 

Again commanded the allied Artillery at the 
defence of Nieuport, when that fortress was defended 
by General Diepenbrook with 1500 men, (including 
500 emigrants and the company of Artillery above 
alluded to), for the space of 19 days against General 
Moreau; Moreau's army consisting of 40,000. 
On a capitulation being entered into, the garrison 
marched out with all the honors of war, and Captain 
Wilson remained a prisoner nine months, when on 
being exchanged he was sent to England. 

In 1795 proceeded in command of the Artilleiy 
with the expedition under Migor-General Doyle to 
Quiberon Bay to aid the Loyalists in that quarter, 
and shortly after the capture of Isle Dieu returned 
to England.

G93 CoLOMEi GEORGE F. KOEHLER first attracled 
attention during the defence of Gibraltar in 178S, 
by the in»eiition of a depressing carriage. Drink- 
water, in his history of the siege of Gibraltnr, says, 
" As to the accuniey of the depreaaing shot, no 
further proof need be addaced, than that out of 
thirty rounds, twenty-eight shot took place in one 
traverse in the St Carlos Battery, at the disljince 
of 1400 ynrda." Generol Elliott at onee placed 
Lieut KoL'hler on his staff, and m 1786 look him 
with him to the Continent. 

At this time the Flemings nt Ghent were 
engaged in an attempt to shake off the Austrian 
yoke. Being ffresl^y '" •"'*<1 of a skilful Artillery 
officer, they solicited Elliott (now Lord Heatbtield), 
through Count Dillon, to grant leave of uliseuce to 
Lieut Koehlcr, to whom they offsted the rank of 
Major-Gencral in their service. The leave was 
granted, and the position accepted; but in a short 
time the Flemings had to give up their cause as 
hopeless, and Koebler returned to England. 

Commanded Boyal Artillery at the defence of 
Tonlon (1793), ond in Corsica (1794). 

Towards the end of the year 1795 a military 
mission was sent from England to eo-opcratc with 
the Turks against the French, who had by that 
time gained a strong footing in Eg\pt, The 
command was entrusted lo Lie ul- Colonel Koehler, 
(with tlie local rank of Brigadier-tleneral), he having 
been at Constantinople on a former occasion, and 
made himself acquainted with the langua;^ and 
customs of the Turks. After spending some time 
in Constantinople, Koeldcr and othen of his mission 
embarked in January 18(10 for Syria, and on his way 
to that country he surveyed the islands of Patmos 
and Cyprus, llie Grand Vizier being desirous of 
strengthening the port of Jaffa, General Koebler 
deUveml plans for this purpose, and Colonel 
HuUoway and the Engineers nl once proceeded to 
carry them into execution. 

A few mouths alVrwonlB the General was one of 
the Gnt victims to a malignuut fever which broke 
out in the camp at Jaffa. 

lif BUjok-Grsbbai. sir H. FEAMINOHAM. k* b. 
served in the J'cninsula at tlii baltles of Talavera, 
Busaco, Fucntea d'Onore, the sieges of BadfyoK, 
and the battle of Salamanca: at the two latter 
places he commanded the lloyal Artillery. 

(j; Majok-Gekeral JOHN LB.XIOINE, en. torved 
at Toulon and (^sicA 1793^. Commanded the 
Boyal Artillery in Italy from ISOB lo ISU. in- 
cluding the battle of Maida, and the coptorcs of 
Savoua, Speiia, and Genoa. 



CiPTkiM RALPH WILLETT A»TE i 
ddest KD of Major S. P. Adyc, and \ 
author of the "Pocket Gunner," a woi 
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pnblithed in 1798, and which maintainod Its 
cbarBctcr as the best book of refureiice for thirty 
years. 

LiBtT-GENERAL WILLIAM MILLiMl, in 1S04, fiSJ 
on the rebuildiug of the Boyal Arsenal after the 
great fire, was appointed niaistAnt to Colonel Fage 
in the Royal Carriage Depsrtment, nnd wns oue of 
those officers to whose skill and indefatigable 
exertions during the Peninsular War the services 
were indebted for their auitmel. With mechanical 
resources which, judged by the stnnihird of the 
present day, were of the most imperfect description, 
they produced a never failing lupjjly of war stores, 
of a quality and exctlleoce which drew forth the 
admira I ion of other armies, and at the dose of the war 
led to the commission of Baron Dupiu to iuquire 
into the systems which could produce such results. 
Culonci Millar was the origuialor of the lO-ineh 
and S-inch shell guns which from 1632 to 1839 
formed so large a part of our armaments. He 
was among the lint to ]KTCcive the advanl^igea of 
shell guns of large calibre, nnd as early as 1820, he 
brought forward his Crst 8-inch shell gun. 

Liect-Gekebal benjamin LORD BLOOM- Gjjj 
FIELD. OCB., OCH. when Cnptain-Lieutcnnot of 
Ilurse Artillery served during the rebellion in 
Ireland, and was present at the bottles of Bosa 
nnd Vinegar Hill. In 1806 he was appointed 
gentleman attendint upon the Prince of Wales; 
and in February 1818 became 1st Equerry and 
sidesle-canip to the Prince Regent, and being 
a great favourite with His Koyal Highness, he waa 
soon advanced to the rank of Chief Equerry and 
Clerk Marshal. In 181G he reetnved the honour 
of knighthood. In 1817 was appointed Receiver- 
General of the Duchy of Cornwall, Keeper of the 
Privy Purve and Private Secretary to his pntrnn, the 
Prince Bcgeot, aod at Uio- same time was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council. For a period 
of live years from that date he was the conlidential 
ndviset of the Prince (who during this time beotme 
Gcorgr tV.), and was. so to speak, the chief executive 
officer of his administration. In 182S be was sent 
as minister pleniputenlinry and envoy extraordiunry 
to the King of Sweden, upon which occasion he 
received the distinction of a civil Giand Cross of 
the Bath. On his relurn in 1835 ho waa raised to 
the rank of n Raron in the pwroge of Ireland by 
the title of Lord Blnoinfield. 

In 1 K38 lie was sppointeil Commandant of 
Woolwicb Garrison, aiid resigned that appointment 
a (ew months befote his deAtb, in 184S. 



CoLosEL SIR W. ROBE, icu., kch., kts. went csi 
to Holland with the 2nd Division of the Duke of 
York* orniy in April, 1798, and itmained with it 
till January, 179S. Between these periods, bcsidoa 
the duties of a lubaltem of Artillery, he nctcd ut tbe 
instuicE uf GeituralSir W, (^ongrcvr.as Inipccturof 
Ammunition, having charge of idl that belonged to 
tbe atuiy. and further during the winter of 1794-6 
was ou the genend staff ol tbe army, and present 
at tbe battle of Famars knd subsequent aic^ of 
Valenciennes (1793J, tbe operations round C»ut bray 
to Laiidrccis. 9th Aug. 1793, siege of Dunkirk, 
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7t)i Sept. of the same year, also the Bttacba by, sad 
operolions agninst the enemy nenr Toumay, 10th, 
17th, ISth, and SSod Mny 1794, and during the 
retreat into Holland, particulariy nt the Bridge of 
AVoerleur nnd at Nimeguen. 

Vi'as present at the battle of Bei^en, 2Bd Oct. 
1799, and the advance to and possession of 
Alkmacr, lith Oct. 1799. 

From 1800 to ISOR he aerred in Canada, and 
was employed to plan and build the Protcatant 
Cathedral of Quebec, which remains a lusting 
record of hu talent and abilities. 

In 1S07 Lieut-Colonel Kobe went to Copen- 
hagen under the orders of Sir T. Blomclield with 
the forces of the British army under Lord Cat heart, 
and was in command of all the batteries on the 
left of the lines of attack. 

In 160S went to Portugal in command of the 
Artillery under the orders of Sir Arthur Wellesley, 
and was at the battles of Bolica and Vimiera, and 
remained with Sir Arthur till the evacuation of 
Lisbon, when he was ordered to take possession of 
the Artillerv in the CiUdel. 

Was at the capture of Oporto, 11th Blay, 1809, 
battle of Talavera de la Reyna, S7th July, and battle 
of Busoco, 1810, but being detained by illness 
at Coimbra, did not arrive at Fuentes d'Onore 
till the evening after the battle. On the moming 
after the capture of tbe Picurina Fort (Badajoz) 
opened the principal breaching batl«(y, and was 
noticed on that occasion in despatches. 

Present at tlie battle of Salamanca and the several 
attacks and siege of its forts. Commanded tlie 
Boyal Artillery on the entrance of the array into 
Madrid, and at the unsuccessful siege of the Castle 
of Burgos ; was severely wounded on the retreat 
from that place, and obliged to return to England. 



MAioR-QESKBAt SIB G. ADAM WOOD CB., 
xcn. commanded the Royal Artillery in Holland, 
including the unsuccessful assault on Bergen-op- 
Zoom, Sth March, IS 14. Also commauded the 
Soyal Artillery at Waterloo. 



SIR JOSEPH CARN'CROSS. kcb. served in the 
West Indies from 17B7 to 1801; at Wnlcheren, 
lS09i and in the Peninsula from 1811 to the end 
of the War, including the battles of Salamanca 
(siege of Burgos), Vitloria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse. 



Liei'T-ColokelALEXAM)ER DUNCAN served 
as ft subaltern at the defence of Toulon in 1793, 
and 'in Nelson's famous brigade at the capture of 
Bastia and Culvi, in Corsica, in 1794. As Captain 
he served in Egypt in 1801, and the retreat of 
the French at Alexandria was hastened by the fire 
from a 24-pr. in the redoubt, which he levelled 
with such admirable precision that the first three 
shots struck ilown the enemy in ranks, nnd by the 
time the fourth was fired they were beyond range. 
Ai Major and Lieut-Colonel he commanded the 
Roval Artillery during the defence of Cadii in 
1610-11-li!, at tbe battle of Barrosa (where the 
British Artillery covered themselves with glory), 
aod at Seville, where this gallant officer was killed 



Lieut-General SIE T. DOWNMAN, kcb., kch. 7(J 
served with the army ander the Duke of Toric in 
1793-4 on tlie Continent, and was at tbe attack of 
Lannoy, Rauithain, and Mourveaui. and was taken 
prisoner in the action near Toumay, 18th May 1794. 

In May 1798 embarked for St Domingo, and 
was present at the surrender of that island by 
Major-General Maitland to Toussaint I'Ouvertme. 
In 1803 he went to Corunna with his troop, and 
was attached to the cavalry under Lord Paget, 
afterwards tbe famous Marquis of Anglesey, and 
marched with that corps in its forced march to 
ZamoKa, and was present at tbe alfaira of Sahagun 
and Bencvente. la May 1811 was with the army 
at Fuentes d'Onore in command of the Hone 
Artillen, and was engaged in tbe affairs of Aldea 
de Puenta, and during the retreat of the army 
from its position in front of Gumeldo. 

Was present though not engaged at the siege of 
Ciudad Rodrigo. In 1812 he was attached to the 
head quarters of the cavalry, being in command of 
the Horse Artillery, and was present at moat of the 
cavalry affairs which took place in the movements 
of the army during the whole of this campaign- 
Was at the capture of the forts of Salamanca, the 
advance to Madrid, and taking of the Retiro. 

Was also engaged in the several affairs in the 
advance of the army to Burgos, particularly on tbe 
day previous to the investment of the Castle, and 
commanded the Artillery with the rear guard of 
the army during the whole of its retreat &om 
Burgos into Portugal, and was very often engaged 
with the enemy, particularly in front of Alcdo. He 
had the honour of being mentioned in the Duke 
of Wellington's despatch ss hating distinguished 
himself, in consideration of which he received the 
brevet of Lieul-Colonel. 

Sir Thomas Downman was Director- General of 
Artillery in 1843-4, and Commandant at Woolwich 
from April 184G till his death, in 1852. 

Majob-General STEPHEN GALWAT ADTE. 75# 

CD. was the second son of Mojor S. P. Adye,uid 
aaw much service. He was with Ahercrombie in 
Egypt in 1801, and was at the battles of Alexandria 
ami Itamanich, he also took part in the Walcheren 
expedition in 1809 ; served also during the 
Peninsular ^Var, and commanded the artillery of 
the 1st Division at the battle of Waterloo. He 
died in 1 638, when Superintendent of the BoyBl 
Laboratory. 

Maj oil-General PETER FTERS, cb. servedas a "{^ 
Lieut in Holland during the campaigns of 1794-S- 
As Captain he went with a detachment of the 
Royal Artillery, which, in ISOl accompanied the 
fleet under Lord Nelson to tbe Baltic, and at 
Copenhagen he was appointed by Sir Hyde Parker 
Acting Engineer to the force- He was wounded 
during the attack on the French flotilla at Boulogne, 
on which occasion he was highly spoken of in 
Nelson's dispatch. He was at Copenhagen in 
1807, and at the siege of Flushing in 1809, and 
served again in Holland during the campaign of 
1814, where he greatly distinguished himself. In 
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sonrey of that ooantiy in a political and commercial 
as well aa in a military and geographical sense. 
This was done, and the results published in 1809. 
Captain Leake was again sent to Turkey in 1804, 
to examine its fortresses and means of defence, 
and to ad?ise with the pachas and chiefs. His 
labours were interrupted by hostilities in the course 
of which he was himself detained as a prisoner at 
Salonica, but they continued with intermission 
until 1809. From the information thus obtained, 
extended by subsequent reflection and study, those 
valuable and standard topographical works were 
produced which have placed their author in the 
foremost rank among classical authorities for 
learning, research, and accuracy. 

LiBUT-CoLONBL ALEXANDER TULLOH, cb. 
was in France when the war broke out in 1803, 
and with many other British Officers was detained 
as a hostage, and afterwards made a prisoner, 
suffering great indignities and privations for up- 
wards of eight years. On the night of the 28rd 
December 1810 he escaped from the fortress of 
Verdun, and after several narrow escapes of being 
re-taken, succeeded in reaching Harwich in safety 
on the 11th March, 1811. He at once applied to 
be sent on active service, and on the 19th August 
joined the army in the Peninsula as Captain of 
a Portuguese battery. Commanded the Portuguese 
Artillery at the siege and capture of Badajoz 
(where he was wounded), and held command of 
the Allied Artillery of Lord Hill's corps during 
the campaign of 1812. He commanded the 
Portuguese Artillery at Yittoria, the Nivelle, and 
the Nive, rendering most important service in the 
last-named action, where he also received a dan- 
gerous wound which compelled him to leave the 
army, and for which he subsequently received a 
pension of £300 per annum. 

Major-General sib A. DICKSON, gcb., kch. 
entered the Boyal Artillery on the 6th November, 
1794. 

It is not possible within the brief limits of this 
memoir, to do justice to the services of an Officer 
who was pre-eminently the first artilleryman of 
his day, and one of the most distinguished of the 
many celebrated Officers who served under the 
great Duke of Wellington. 

As a Lieutenant he was present at the capture 
of Minorca in 1798, and at the blockade of Malta, 
and surrender of La Yaletta in 1800. Here, as 
subsequently at Monte Video, he served as acting 
engineer. 

As a Captain he commanded his company at 
the siege and capture of Monte Video, and the 
attack upon Buenos Ayres in 1807. He pro- 
ceeded to Portugal in April 1809, and served 
as Brigade* Major to the Boyal Artillery under 
Colonel Howorth at the affair at Qrigo, the capture 
of Oporto, and subsequent expulsion of Soult 
from Portugal in 1809. Shortlv after this time 
he was g^ven the command of the Portuguese 
artillery, with the local rank of Lieut-Colonel, and 
by this arrangement Lord Wellington was enabled 
to overcome the technical difficulty arising from 
the regimental seniority of other officers, and to 
treat Dickson as virtual diief of his artillery. 



He commanded the Portuguese artillery in the 
battle of Busaco, and at the Lines of Lisbon rPorres 
Vedras) in 1810, at the affair of Campo Mayor, 
the siege and capture of Oliven^ and the battle 
of Albuera in 1811. 

He commanded the artillery operations in 1811, 
at the first and second sieges of Badajoz, under 
Lord Wellington's immediate orders ; also at the 
siege and capture of Ciudad Rodrigo, tiie siege and 
capture of Badiyoz, the attack and capture of the 
forts of Almaraz, the siege and capture of the forts 
of Salamanca, and the siege of Burgos in 1812 ; 
and he commanded the reserve artillery of the army 
at the battle of Salamanca, and at the capture of 
the Iletiro, Madrid, in the same year. 

Colonel Sir W. Bobe, who commanded the 
artiUery of Lord Wellington's army, having been 
severely wounded at Burgos, was obliged to 
return home, and the chief conunand of the artilleiy 
was then conferred by Lord Wellington upon 
Dickson, who by virtue of his ra^L in the 
Portuguese artillery was the senior officer of that 
arm in the Allied army. 

He commanded the Allied artillery at the battle of 
Vittoria, 1 8 1 3 ; the siege and capture of St Sebastian, 
the passage of the Bidassoa, battle of Nivelle, and 
battle of Nive in 1813 ; and at the passage of the 
Adour, and battle of Toulouse in 1814. 

The next campaign of Lieut-Colonel Dickson 
was the inglorious one of New Orleans in 1814-15. 
He commanded the artillery of the expeditionary 
force, and was present in the attack on that place, 
and at the capture of Fort Bowyer, Mobile. 

Betuming from America early in the year, he 
was present and engaged in the battles of Quatre 
Bras and Waterloo, and subsequently oomnumded the 
battering train with the Prussian army at the sieges 
of Maubenge, Landredes, Philippevill^ Marien- 
bourg, and Bocroy, in July and August, 1815. 

To record the occasions on which this distin- 
guished officer was honourably mentioned in public 
despatches would be to recapitulate neariy the 
whole of the foregoing actions. 

Captain Dickson was promoted to Brevet-Migor 
and Brevet-Lieut-Colonel in 1812, but almost 
incredible to relate, he received no further promotion 
until 1825, when he attained the same rank regi- 
mentally, and was also appointed aide-de-camp to 
the king, with rank of Colonel in the army, oa 
27th May, in the same year. 

In September, 1822, he was appointed Inspector 
of Artillery, and Deputy Aciyutant-General, Royal 
Artillery, on 10th April, 1827, in succession to 
Lieut-General Sir J. Madeod, upon whose decease 
in January, 1833, he was appointed Master-Gonner, 
St James Park. 

In 1838 upon the death of Lieut-General MiOar, 
he succeeded that officer as Director-Genenl of 
Artillery (Field Train Department), which appoint- 
ment was combined vrith that of Deputy-Ajqjjatani- 
General during his life. Sir A. Dickson was also 
a Commissioner of the Boyal Militaiy College, 
Sandhurst, and Public Examiner at Addiscombe. 
He was created a Knight Commander of the Bath 
in January, 1815, and on the 28th June, 1888 
was made a Grand Cross of the same Order, 

He was also a Knight Commander of tlie 
Guelphic Order (kch.), and was in veceipi of a 
good service pension of £865 per annnm* 
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Tfae foUowing medala nnd Foreign Orders were 
eonferred upon Sir A. Dickson, viz : — 

(1) The gold Cross and six Clasps for the follow- 
ing battles and sieges in wliich he held a command 
of artillery; — Albuero, Busnco, Ciudad Bodrigo, 
Badajoz, Salamanca, Yittoria,* St Sebastian,* 
Nivelle,* Nive,* TouJouse," 

(2) Medal for Waterloo. 

(8) The Prussian Order of Merit. 

(4) Knight of the Tower and 3word of Portugal. 

(6) Portuguese medal for Peninsular War. 

(6) Spanish gold mid enamel Cross for Alliuera. 

At the conclusion of the Peninsular War a most 
gratifying testimonial to his great merits was 
presented to him by his brother oflicers of the 
Royal Artdleiy (many of whom were his seniors 
in the liegiment) in the shape of a handsome snbre, 
on the blode of which is the following inscription : — 
" This sword is presented to Sir Alexander Dickson, 
KCB. and KT8. by the Officers of the Royal Artillery, 
who had the honor to serro under his command in 
the memorable campaigns of 1S13-14, aa a lasting 
mark of their gratitude to him for that leal which 
added so much to the reputation of his Corps, 
at the sieges of St Sebastian, and in the battles of 
Yittoria, Nire, Nivelle, Orthes, and Toulouse, the 
latter of which so successfully terminated Iheir long 
and arduous services in Spain and Fiance, under 
the Duke of Wellington." 

Major-Gcneral Sir Alexander Dickson died in 
London the 22nd April, ISIO, aged 63, and was 
buried at Plumstead Churchyard, with military 
honors. 

The following General Order was issued by

In 1 S47 a monument was erected to his roeinory 
by the officers of the Corps in the grounds of tho 
Royal Military Reposiloiy at Woolwich, upon which 
is given the names of all the battles and sieges 
in which he took part. 

Among the celebroted Hrtillerymcn whose names 
and deeds odd lustre to the annals of tho Corps, 
there is no name greater or more deserving of 
remembrance than that of Sir Alexander Dickson. 

LiECT-CoLONEL EGBERT BULL, cb., kii. gjj 
served as Lieutenant in the West Indies in iho 
campaigns of 1796-99. during which he was nine 
times engaged in the island of St Domingo. 

Was in command of " I " Troop, Koyal Horse 
Artillery (which was Originally formed under his 
supervision) at the battle of Busaco. 1810 ; action 
of Sabiignl, battle of Fuentes d'Onore, siege of 
Badajoi, I8U. At the battle of Waterloo be 
commanded the 5J-inch Howileer Troop and was 
posted in rear of the great orchard of Hougouraont, 
and by the personal directions of (he l)uke of 
Wellington he dislodged the French infanlty from 
the ncigbbouriog enclosures, a very delicate opera- 
tion, considering the proximity of the Allied troops 
in the wood. 

Was in command of the artillery of the second 
diiision of the Army of Occupation in Fraiioe 
from the lath July, 1918. to 30lh December, 1818. 

Lieut-Colonel Bull was permitted to retire on 
full pay in 1S34, consequent on being permanently 
injured by the wounds sustained during his long 
and distinguished serrices, nnd which rendered him 
incapable of exertion, or even walking without 
assislunce. 

On this Officer's retiring from the command of 
the Royal Horse Artillery he was presented with a 
handsome piece of plate by the Olficers who were 
serving, and had served, in the Royal Horae 
Artillery with him, as a subatantbl proof of their 
esteem for his character as a soldier, and their 
regard for him as a friend. 



Liedi-Gkheral JAMES WEBBER SMITH, cb, J?; 
was at the attack of Minorca in 179"^ i eiegc of 
Malta, 1800; defence of Porto Femgo, 1802; 
expedition to Walcberen, and siege of Flushing, 
ISOf ; commanded a troop of Horse Artillery during 
the Peninsula campoigus of 1813-14, including 
the bnllle of Viltorio, passage of Bidassoa, Nive, 
and siege of St Sebastian; also at the battle of 
Waterloo. 



Majob-Oembbal sir JOHN MAY. eob., rch. Jgj 
was employed afloat in bomb serviw from December, 
1797, to April, 1801, and was present at Cojien- 
hngen in 1807, Served in the Peninsula and 
France, first as Brigade-M^or and afterwards aa 
Assistant Adjatant-Gencrel of the ArtUlery, from 
January, 1$09. to June, 1814. and took part in the 
hntilcs of Talavera, Bnsaco, Fuentes d'Onore, sieges 
of Ciudad Kodrigo and Badqjot ; siege of forts at 
and battle of Salamanca, battle of Yittoria ; siege of 
St Sebastian, passage of Bidassoa, Nivelle, and 
Nive ; battle of Toulouse, and various other 
skirmishes ; present at Quatre Bras and Waterloo, 
and capture of Paris. 
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890 Field-Mabshal sir HEW DALBYMPLE 
BOSS, GCB. commanded ''A" Troop, Bojal 
Hone Artillery, then known as the "Chesnut 
Troop," during the Peninsular War and the 
Waterloo campaign, and with it took part in 
the action of the Coa, hattle of Busaco, actions 
of Pombal, Hedinha (wounded), Cazal Nova, Foz 
d'Oronces (wounded), and Sabugal ; battle of 
Fuentes d'Onore, action of Aldea Ponte, sieges of 
CiudadBodrigoand Badajoz (dangerously wounded), 
capture of the forts at Salamanca, action of Castngon, 
battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid and Betiro, 
affairs of San Munos and San Milan, battle of 
Yittoria, battles of the Pyrenees from 26th to 80th 
July 1813 ; passages of the Bidassoa, the Nivelle, 
and the Nive; battle near Bayonne, battle of 
Waterloo. Was made Knight Commander of the 
Bath in 1815, and Knight of the Tower and Sword 
for the Peninsula, and the 2nd Class St Anne of 
Bussia for Waterloo. Beceived the Gold Cross 
and two Clasps for Busaco, Salamanca, Badigoz 
(where he was dangerously wounded in the head), 
Yittoria, Nivelle, Nive, and the Silver War Medal 
with three Clasps for Fuentes d'Onore, Ciudad 
Bodrigo, and Pyrenees. 

Commanded the Boyal Artillery in the northern 
district with a delegated command of the troops in 
its northern counties from 1825 to 1840. Was 
Deputy- Adjutant-General of the Boyal Artilleiy 
from 1840 to the commencement of the Crimean 
War in 1854, Lieut-General and Acting Master- 
Greneral of the Ordnance from that date to the 
amalgamation of the War and Ordnance Depart- 
ments in 1856, and Adjutant-General of Artillery at 
the Horse Guards from that period to 1858. Sir 
Hew was made a Grand Cross of the Bath in 1855. 
Created a Field Marshal of the Army (the first 
from the Boyal Artillery) in 1867, and appointed 
lieut-Govemor of Chelsea Hospital in July 1868. 

He entered the Boyal Artillery at the age of 
16 years and 8 months, and died in December 
1868, in his 90th year. 

Hi LiEUT-CoLOKEL HABCOUBT FOBT HOL- 
COMBE, CB. served under H.B.H. the Duke of 
Kent in America in 1795. Embarked in 1808 with 
Sir David Baird's expedition to Corunna, and 
nearly fell a victim to the fever that caused such 
a mortality in Sir John Moore's army on its retreat 
for embarkation in 1809. 

In 1811 again joined the army in the Peninsula, 
and served at the sieges of Ciudad Bodrigo and 
Badigoz; after the fail of the latter place, he 
embarked at Lisbon in command of several com- 
panies of British and Portuguese Artillery, and 
proceeded to the Mediterranean, where he joined 
the army from Sicily destined to act on the east 
coast of Spain, and was present at the siege of 
Tarragona, battle of Castalla, &c 

Lieut-Colonel Holcombe was appointed Com- 
manding Officer of Artillery at Lisbon in 1813, and 
remain^ there till 1815, and superintended the 
embarkation of all the immense ordnance depots, 
which had been established during the war in 
Spain and Portugal 

93S Majob WILLIAM CLEEYE served as a lieutenant 
at the capture of several West India iBlands in 1801. 



In 1806 he was noticed in General Orders by 
Lieut-General Bowyer " on beating off a squadron 
of French line-of-battle ships whidi attempted to 
destroy the shipping in GKiinea Bay in the island 
of St Christopher." 

In 1809 at the capture of Martinique be was 
noticed in Greneral Orders by Sir G^rge Beckwith 
for having during the bombardment of Fort Desaix 
" continued to use his mortars mth effect vrithout 
their beds, marking a resource and intelligence 
highly honourable to himself and useful to the 
king's service." 

Was at the capture of Guadaloupe and other 
smaller islands in 1810, and at the capture of 
Guadaloupe in 1815. 

For the services performed in 1809-10 he 
received the brevet of M^or, and the decoration 
of ihtfleur-de-lU from the King of the French. 



General SIB B. W. GABDINEB, ocb., kch. 
was sent to Gibraltar, then partially blockaded by 
the French and Spanish fleets in 1797, and re- 
mained there till November, 1798, when he 
embarked with the expedition under Sir Charles 
Stuart, and was present at the capture of Minorca. 
In 1805 commanded 12 guns with the force under 
Lieut-General Don, forming the advance corps of 
the army destined to serve under Lord Catncart 
in the north of Germany, combmed mth the 
Bussian army under Count Tolstoy. The battle of 
Austerlitz put an end to this campaign, and the 
British troops returned home. 

Captain Grardiner, however, having effected an 
exchange, joiued the force employed against the 
French in Sicily. 

Early in 1808, when Sir John Moore was named 
to the command of the expedition to Sweden, he 
applied to take Captain Gardiner on his staff; his 
application, on account of the regulations of the 
Corps at that time, did not meet with sacoess, 
Captain Gardiner therefore again exchanged for 
active service, and joined the army assembling at 
Cork under Sir Arthur Wellesley; landing with 
it at Mondego Bay, and advancing from Lavaos, 
was engaged at Boleia, Yimiera, and at the capture 
of Lisbon. 

Served as Brigade-Major of ArtiUery in the 
Corunna retreat, and also with Lord Uhatham's 
army in the expedition to Walcheren; and was 
present at the capture of Middleburg and Flashing. 
In 1810 he went to the Peninsula, and as 
Second Captain of a company was present at 
the defence of Cadiz and battle of Barrosa. In 
Nov. 1811 he was promoted to the oommand of a 
company with which he served at the siege oi 
Badfgoz, battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, 
and siege of Burgos. In the winter of 1812-13 
he was appointed to the command of '* E " Troop, 
Boyal Horse Artillery, and was afterwards engaged 
at Morales, Yittoria, Pyrenees, Orthes, Tarbes, and 
Toulouse. His troop also rendered important 
services at the battle of Waterloo. 

Betuming home in January 1816, Sir Bobert 
was selected for the post of principal eqnenr to 
Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg, on his marriage 
vrith the Prmcess Charlotte of Wales, and retained 
this appointment until His Boyal Highnftw aooepted 
the throne of Belgium in 1881, after wUdi he 
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continued to reside at Hclbourne, on the ClaiE- 
mont estnte. He was miUtnry aide-de-camp to 
George IT., William IT., and to Her Migesty 
untU 1841, 

In 18tS Sir Robert GarJiner was appointed 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Gibraltar, 
and bis public service terminated with this appoint- 
ment in 1855. 

Tills iJbtinguished Offieer was created a Knight 
Commander of the Bath in I S 15, and was advoneed 
to the Grand Cross in 1955, and received the 
Order of the Guelph for his services in Hanover, 
the 2nd Class of the Russian Order of St Anne, 
OS well B9 the Gold Cross and two Clasps; the 
Silver War Medal and three Clasps, and the 
Walerloo medal. 



General SIR E. 0. WHINTATES, kcb., kh. 
served in the expedition to tlie Helder and cnmpaign 
in Noilh Holland in 1799, and was at the capture 
of the towns of Helder and Huysdninen, and the 
seizure of the Dutch fleet in the Texel. Was in 
the expedition to Madeira in 1 SDl, and assisted at 
the capture of that island. 

Commanded one of the principal siege batteries 
(the " Churchyard," consisting of eight 2-l-prs. 
and two howitzers) in the attack on Copenhay^n 
in 1807, and the vigorous and well-directed fire 
therefrom, materially contributed to the success 
of that important operation, the capture of the 
Naval Arsenal and the Danish fleet. 

Served in the Peninsula from Februaiy, 1910, 
to July, 1813, including the battles of Rusaco 
and Albuera ; affairs at Usugre, AMea Ue Poiile, 
San Munos, and the attack and defeat of General 
Lallemand's cavalry at Bibera : cominunded the 
Rocket Troop, and was severely wounded in the 
left arm, at the battle of Waterloo. \\'a» Com- 
mandant of Woolwieh Garrison 1852-1366. 



Gkmkral sir JOHN MICHELL. kcb. serred 
the campai){n in Holland in 1799 ; in the Peninsula 
and South of Prance from Augnst, 1813, to May, 
1814, including siege of San Sebastian, paisnge of 
the BidassOB, Nivelle, and Nlve, battles of Orthes 
and Toulouse; in America from May, IS 14, to 
May, 1815, including the attack on Washington, 
Baltimore, New Orleans, and other operationa ou 
the coast. Was attached to the Prussian army 
employed in reducing the fortresses in the Nether- 
lands after the battle of Waterloo. 



Ma;oe WILLIAM NORMAN RAMS.\Y served 
with great credit in Mi^or BuU'b troop of Boyal 
Horse Artillery in the campaigns of 1811-12-13. 
It was in the first of tliesc that be perfonued an 
action whose daring and brilliancy has ever given 
peculiar distinction to his name. On the 6lh May, 
1811, the British cavalry out-guards being far 
outnumbered near Fucntca d'Onore, were driven in 
upon their supports, and Captain Ramsay found 
hunsulf eut off. 

Then commenced s scene which can be best 
described in the wordi of the butorlau of the 
Peninsular War: —

This brilliant aetion did not avail Capt. Ramsay 
when after the battle of Villoria, where Bull's Troop 
under his orders had been of unusual service, he 
incurred the displeasure of Lord Wellington for an 
involuntary disobeilience of his supreme order* in 
obeying an order of the Quarter- Master Qeueral of 
the Army, and he was pointedly omitted from 
notice on that occasion. 

This incident did not prevent his receiving n 
brevet majority, aflcr the battle of Bidnssoa in 
the November following; but it lefl a wonnd which 
was never healed on that proud and gallant spirit. 

Was engaged with bia troop in the aetion at 
Pampcluna and passo^ of the Nivc, and also 
hotly before St Je^n de Luz in December. 
Mfijnr Ramsay fell at Waterloo, killed by a shot 
at the close of the battle, when in command of 
"H"Tt«op, R.H.A. 

GENERAtSIRW. G.POWER, kcb., kii. served 
in Spain, Portugal, and France, from Hlh October 
18ua, to 4th June 1814, including battle of Tala- 
vera, sieges of Ciudnd Rodrigo (wounded), and 
Badiy'oE, capture of French works at Ahuarai, 
reduction of forts at, and battle of Snlamnnca ; 
siege of Burgos (wounded), siege of San Sebastian; 
passage of the Biiinssoa, Nive, and Adour. Sir 
W. Power led the reserve to the assaulting party 
of Fort La Picurina during the last siege of 
Badfljox, and the Commandant snrrendered to him 
peraonally. 



Libct-Gekeral THOMAS DTNELEY, cb. 
served ihe campaign of 181)3 in Italy; present at 
tlie battle of Mnida, and siege of Scvltn, in 1806. 
Served in the Peninsula, from July, ISIl, to 
November, 1SI3, including siege of Ciniind Bodrigo 
(wounded in the head) ; siege of forts at Salamanca ; 
heights of St Christovel, battles of Salamanca, 
Vitloria, and the Pyrenees, besides nuraemus ofTnirs 
of outposts 1 during one of the latter, at Majala* 
honda (11th Aug. 181S} he was taken prisoner, but 
escaped from the enemy, and rejoineil the array the 
23rd of the same month. Engaged at Waterloo. 



Majok-Gbnebai- JOHN BOTELER PARKER, 
CB. served at Waloheren, and was present at Ihe 
siege of Flushing. Served in the PciiiusuU and 
South of France from Februarv, 1812 to April, 
1814, including the battle of V'jttoria, both sieges 
of San Sebastian; battle of Ortbes. affair at Tarbea. 
and battle of Toulouse. Lost left leg at Waterloo. 
Held the appointment of Second Captain to the 
Company of Ocntietuca Cadets from 38th l>ecember 
Uii to 18th January 1837, and Lieut-Oovoraor 
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of the Royal MilHan AcstJemy from 1st April 1846 
Dp to tli« time of his death, which look place an 
the 35tb March 1S61. 



Gehebai. 8IE WILLIAM CATOR, kcb. served 
in the campaign of U'alcheren, iQcluding the capture 
of Miildleburg and iiege of Flushing. 

In the Peninsula and South of France, from 
1S09 lo 1814, including the siege of Cadis; lines 
at Torres Vedras and at Santarcm; battle of 
Barroaa (wounded), affair at Osma in 1S13, battle 
of VittOHBi affair at Tolosn, passage of the 
Bidtuson, Nivelle, and Nive; also in the four days' 
fighting in front of Bayonne. 

At the commencement of the Bussian War in 
1854, he was appointed to command the Royal 
Artillery, and the rank of Brigadier- General was 
conferred on him. 

During the summer passed by the allied armies 
at Varna, General Cator's experience prOTcd of 
great senice to Lord Baglan in organizing trans- 
port for the ammunition of the army, and also in 
arranging all the details connected with the unillery 
for the great siege of Sebnstopol. His health, 
however, gave way, and to his great mortification 
he was obliged to relinquish the command of the 
artillery just as the expedition was starting for the 
Crimea. On returning home he resumed the 
duties of Director General of Artillery, which 
appointment he held from August 1S52 till the 
office was abolbhed in 18G9. 



IlJg Colonel CHARLES C, DANSEY, cb. was at 
the sieges of Ischia and Santa Maura. His services 
in the Peninsula, France, and KLindere include the 
following battles and sieges, viz -. Badajoz, Sala- 
manca, Burgos (leverely wounded), Viitoria, San 
Sebastian, Nivelle, Nive, besides various actions 
and ilcirmishes. 

Engaged ITth and ISth June at Waterloo, 
severely wounded on the 18th. 

Served as Chief Firemaster Royal Laboratory, 
Woolwich, from S7th August 1839, till 31st 
December 1846. 



1150 UiJOB-GexEKAL W. B. DUNDAS, cd. served at 
the siege of Flushing in 1809, and the following 
year proceeded to Cadii to take part in the great 
FeniDBular War. He was deUcbed from Cadix to 
Tamigtma in 1811, and assisted at the assault and 
capture of Ciudad Rodrigo in Januaiy ISI2, and 
at the siege and capture of Badajoz in March 
and April of the same year. At the former he 
was wounded in the right ankle, and was most 
dangerously wounded at Bad^oi, his left arm 
amputated, his left thigh dislocated, and hip-bone 
ihattered. 

He was appointed Assistant-Inspector of Small 
Arms in 1B13, and was Inspector of Artillery at 
the Boyal Gun Foundry from 1839 to lb53. 

1153 Lieut-Colonel EDWARD T. MICHELL, cb. 
was detached from Gibraltar in 1810, and com- 
manded a guerrilla division in the Sierra de 
Honda 1 present at the capture of Ronda, combats 
of Kl Brosque and of Bomos, night attack and 



capture of Arcos, Commanded the artillery with 
the force occupying Tarifa in 1810-11-12, engaged 
in all the affairs and operations at Tarifa, Vejer, 
Casas Viejas, Alcala, Medina Sidonia, and battle of 
Barrosa. 

He is specially mentioned in " Napier's History " 
as having greatly distinguished himself hy his talent 
and enterprise and by the skilful management of 
the artillery at the final defence of Tarifa in 
December 1811. 

In 1S12 he was present at the assault and 
capture of the Salamanca forts, also at the battle 
of Sabroanca, and combat of Castrejon. Served in 
the Netherlands, from Dec. 1813 to May, 1814, at 
the capture of Merxem, bombardment of Antwerp, 
and in the night attack on Bergen-op-2oom. 
During this campaign he distinguished himself on 
several occasions, once by extinguishing the fuic of 
a shell thrown by the enemy into the centre of a 
wagon of ammunition, and again in conducting a 
column in the assault on Bergen-op-Zoom, when 
he was severely wounded. He afterwards served 
in Spain as British Commissiouer with the Spanish 
armies from August 1839 to November 1840. 
For his services during that period he received 
the Spanish Order of Knight Charles III. San 
Fernando, and Commander of Isabella the Catholic. 
In November 1640 he was appointed, with tbc 
rank of Brigadier- General, to the command of the 
British forces employed in Syria, and was present 
at the action of Met^del (15th Jan. 1341). Oeoeral 
Michell died at Jatfa, and a monument was erected 
there to his memory by the officers who had eerved 
under bis orders in Spain and Syria. 

Major-Gesebal CHARLES BLACHLBY served 
in the Peninsula from July 1809 to November 1813, 
including battles of Busaco, Fuentes d'Onoie, Sala- 
manca, and siege of Burgos. 

Liect-Genebal ALEXANDER MACDONALD, 
CB. was at the capture of the Cape of Good Hope 
in 1806, and proceeded from thence on the expe- 
dition to Bucuos Ayres, where he was twice severely 
wounded and taken prisoner. Served in the 
Peninsula and France as a subaltern in Ross' troop, 
from June 1809 to July 1814, and was engaged at 
the battles of Coa and Busaco, affairs of R^tnLa, 
Pombal, Condeiia, and Fox d'Aronce, battles of 
Fuentes d'Onorc, and Salamanca, affair of San 
Munoa, battle of Vittoria, siege of San Sebastian, 
battles of the Pyrenees, affairs of the Gave d'Oteran, 
and Aire, and battle of Toulouse. At Busaco, the 
guns under his command rendered important servioe, 
and on the 25th June 1813 he came up with tbe 
retreating enemy, and succeeded in dismounting 
one of the only two guns they had extricated from 
the field of Viitoria. One night, during the siege 
of San Sebastian, he forded the river Ununea, and 
made a reconnaissance under the enemy's battmea. 
By this daring act it was made known that the 
river was fordable. Was Second Captain of 
Bamssy's troop at Waterloo, where he was sererelj 
wounded. 

Uajob-Gbnebal WILLIAM DUNN served tbe 
campaign of 1606, in Italy, present at tbe battla 
of Maida, and capture of Scylla Castie in 1808 ; 
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enpedition to Eg^j-pt in 1807, including the attnck on 
Alexandria and Roaettii, and Hie battle of El Humet, 
where he was taken prisoner; defencie of Scylla 
Castle in 1808, at which he greatlj dlititiguished 
himself; served in the Peninsula in 1810 and 
ISU, including siege of Ciudad Rodrigo; opera- 
tions between AqacJa, Dims Casas, and Almeida; 
battles of the Con and Busaco, operations of (he 
Lines of Torres Yedras, with the advance and rear 
guard of Lord Hill's Corps in Spanish Estreraadura, 
battle of Albiiera, affairs of Usagre and Aldea de 
Poute (severely wounded) ; served in America iu 
1SI4, including the taking of Moose Island. 

LllOT-GsNERiL HENRY BLACHLEY served 
in the Peninsula and France from February JS13, 

including the siege and capture of Badajoii ; affair 
of Castrnjon ; battle of Salamanca ; capture of 
Madrid, and Retiro ; siege of Burgos (conduct of 
troop particularly noticed) ; affair at Osma. battle 
of Vittoria; siege and capture of San Sebnstian 
(both operations); passage of Hie Ridassoa and 
Nivelle; actions of the 9ih, 10th, 11th. and 13th 
Dec. 1813, in front of Bayonnc; passage of the 
Adour, investment of, and sortie from fiayonne, 
14th April, 1S14, when he waa wounded in the 
head by a musket shot, 



Colonel FORBES MACBEAN was at the siege 

of Copenhagen in 1S07; expedition to Sweden, 
1508; served the Corunna campaign; the expe- 
dition to Walcheren, and siege of Flushing, 1809. 
Present at Waterloo; was also engaged in the 
affairs at St Euslache, Lower Canada, iu December 
1937, and at Prescott, Upper Canada, in November 
183B, for which latter he received the ih.inks of 
the Lieut-Governor and the brevet of Lieut-Colonel . 



LlBtT-GESEBiL GEORGE J. BELSON served 
in the Peninsula and France from July 1809, to 
July 1814, including the retreat from Talavero, 
the Bctious in front of Abncida and the Coa ; battle 
of Busaco; actions of Pombal, ReJinha, Cazid 
Nova, Foz d'Aronce, and Sabugal ; battle of Fuentes 
d'Onore; sieges of Ciudad Eodrigo and Badajoz; 
actions at Castnijon (severely wounded), 8nn 
MnnoB, San Milan, and Osnia ; battle of Vittoria, 
action with the French. aSlb June 1813, in the 
morning before they entered Pampelnna, in which 
he captured their last gun from Vittoria ; actions in 
the Pyrenees; passage of the Nivelle and Nive; 
battle of Orthes, and many other actions and 
skirmishes. 



Libdt-Gesebal sir WILLIA.M BRERETON. 
ICB., KB. sen-ed in the Peuinsula, Frauce, and 
Flanden, from Dec. 1809 to June 1815, including 
the sieges of Fort Matagorda, Cadiz (wounded), 
and San Sebastian ; battles of Barroaa (wouiided), 
Vittoria, the Pyrenees, Orthes, Toulouse, Quiitrc 
Bras and Waterloo (severely wounded) ; besides the 
actions on retreat from Burgos, at San Munos, near 
Salamanca, Helette, St Palais, Sauveterre, Aire, 
and Tarbes. 

He commanded a division, and was second in 
command, of the expedition under Major-Geueral 



D'Aguilnr, which ufsaulted and took the Forts of 
the BoccH Tigris in the Canton River, those of the 
Staked Barrier, and of the City of Canton, spiking 
879 pieces of heavy ordnance. Was on bonnl the 
flag-ship Britannia during the naval action of the 
allied fleets with the defences of Scbastopol, 17th 
October, 1964, and directed the rockets fired from 
that ship against the forts and city. 



Colonel J. HUMPHREYS WOOD served in the 
Peninsula and France, from February IS 13 to the 
end of the war, including battle of Vittoria, hloi^kade 
of Pampeluna, ; battles of the Pyrenees ; siege of Snn 
Sebastian ; battle of Nivelle ; affairs of Vie Bigorre 
and Tarbes; battles of Orthes and Toulouse. 
Served the curapaign in America, including attack 
on Plattsburgh. 



Majob BASIL R. HERON served at ScyLa in 
Calnbria, and expedition from Sicily in 1807 ; 
capture of Martinique, sieges of Pigeon Island and 
Fort Bourbon, 1810; served in the Peninsula and 
France from May 1812 to August 1814, including 
the affair of Osma; battle of Vittoria (wounded) ; 
both sieges of San Sebastian and storming of the 
town ; passage of the Bidassoa, Nivelle, and Nive ; 
nclioDsontfaelOth.llth, and 12th December, 1813; 
in front of, and sortie A^m, Bayonnc, April 1814. 



Majob WILLIAM A. RAYNES was at the siege 
of Copenhagen in 1S07 : served the Corunna cam- 
paign; expedition to Cadis in ISIO; bnttlo of 
Barrusa; siege of Tarifa; action at Seville, battles 
of Vittoria, Pyrenees, and Nivelle; passage of the 
Adour, and operations before Bayonne. 



Major-Gbseral RICHARD HARDINOE. kh. 

served in the Peninsula from August 1812 to the 
end of the war in 1814, including the battle of 
Vittoria, siege of San Sebastian, battles of Orthes 
and Toulouse, affairs at Osma, Tolosa, Bidassoa, 
and Tarbes. 

Sened also the campaign of 1815, and was 
prcscut at Ligny and Quutre Bras. 

Was First Assistant Inspector, Royal Carriagti 
Department, from aath May 1828 till March 1845. 

Director Itoyal Laboratory, 1st Junuary 1847 till 
SIst March 1833. 

Superintendent of Boyal Military Bepoaitory, 
1st April 1863 till 31st March 1857. 

He was brother of the celebrated Field Marshal 
Viscount Hardinge. 



Major AMHERST WTtlGHT was at the siege of 
Copcnhngeu iu 1807, served the campaign of 1813 
and IS 14 in Germany under the orders of the 
Prince Itoyal of Sweden, and was present at the 
siege of Wittembei^, capture of Hanover and 
Lubeck, siege of Frederick Fort, and sicgo and 
■urrcnder of Gluckstadt. Present on the 17th and 
letb June at Waterloo. 

Was appointed n Captain in the Swedish Aimy, 
6th January 1814, anu received a gold medal from 
the Prince Royal of Sweden for the siege of 
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Gluclcitndt, and made a Kni<:ht of the Roval Order 
of the Sword for the caiDpaigns of 1613-14. 

Bbioadier-Genbb*!, THOMAS FOX STRANG- 
WAYS served as a yoang subultern with Iha 
Bocket Troop of the Royai Horse Artillery, sent to 
Germany and placed under the orders of the Crown 
Prince of Swcilen in 1813, and was en^ged at the 
battle of Ooerdc, IGth September, and the actions 
around Leipzig, ICth-'lQth Oct. 1B13, during which 
he succeede^l to the comniand of the troop, his 
immediate commander. Major Bosruc, having been 
killed. For hi* services on that occasion be 
received the onler of " St Anne " from the Kinperor 
of Russia, and the order of the " Sword " and a 
gold medal for " bravctj and good conduct " from 
the Crown Prince of Sweden, both of whom were 
eye-witnesses of his gallantry durim; thot short but 
eventful campnign. He served in the canipni^n of 
1815, and was daagerously wounded at Waterloo. 
On the outbreak of the Crimeaa AVar he embarked 
with the Arniy for the East as a Lieut-Colonel of 
Horse Artillery, nod sDccccdetl to the command of 
the whole of the Artillery (on General Cator's 
resignnlion through sickness) with the rank of 
Bngndicr-GeucrBl. He landed with the army in 
the Crijuea, and was present at the battles of Alma 
and Ralaclnva, and the Rrst bombardment of Sebas- 
topol. On the morning of the &th Nov. 1854, at 
the great battle of Inkerman, General Strangways 
was on horseback at Lord Raglan's right hand, 
when n shell from the enemy burst among the 
staff, and carried away his lefl leg. The shock 
was so great that he died about nn hour anemnrds. 
Lieut-Colonel Adye, the Assistant Adjutant- General 
to the Artillery, was with him when he fell, and 
received his last words. He was baried the fol- 
lowing day on Calhcort's Hill, deeply lamented as 
a brave, chivalrous officer, and a kind friend. 



Lieutenant WILLIAM LIVINGSTONE ROBE 
accompanied the expedition to Gotten berg in 
1807, and the same year went to Gibraltar from 
whence he volunteered to Portugal, and joined 
his father. Colonel, afterwards Sir William Robe 
(who was commanding the Royal Artillery) during 
the battle of Vimiera, the first great struggle in 
the Peninsula, and he was in nearly all the principal 
and many of the minor actions during the remaining 
years of that eventful war, taking part in Sir 
John Moore's retreat to CoruntiB, and being 
engaged at Pombal, Sabiigal, Fuentes d'Onore, 
£1 Doden, Dadojoz, Tarifa, Salamanca Forts, battle 
of Salamanca, Madrid, Burgos, Nivelle, Nive, 
passage of the Adour, and Bayonne. Lieut Robe 

SirticuUrly distinguished himself at the battle of 
iveile, where be commanded a mountain battery 
of guns carried c i mules. lieut Robe wns one 
of the four officers of Ramsay's troop struck down 
at the balllfl of VVaterioo, and he died from the 
effects of his wounds on the following day. He 
bad the singular honour, as a subatlera officer, to 
be mentioned for his distinguished conduct by the 
Duke of Wellington, and in consequence the gold 
medal and clasp for the battles of Nivelle and Nive 
was forwarded to his family after his death. There 
is a monument to his memory in the church at 
Witnloo, with the following inscription : —

MAJOR-GENBBiL WILLIAM COCHRANE 

ANDERSON was at the siege and capture of 
Flushing and the subsequent operations in 1609. 
Bombardment of Antwerp, also previous and sab- 
sequent operations. Present at Waterloo, and 
capture of Cambrny and Paris, 

LlKUT-CoLONEL JOHN PASCOE served io the 
Penihsula and France from August 1809 to Feb- 
ruary 1814, including the battles of Salamanca, 
Vittoria, Nivelle, Nive, passage of tlie Bidassoft, 
and other operations, sieges of BadajoE, forts of 
Salamanca, Burgos, and San Sebastian. With the 
Army of Occupaliou from 1815 to 1818. 

Colonel J.UIES NISBET COLQUHODN 

was an Officer of considerable talent and scientific 
knowledge. He served in Spain from 1812 to 
the close of the war; was also in command of b 
dctachmi^nt of artillery under Captain Lord John 
Hay, Il.N., during the Spanish Civil War in 
1838-39. He served in Syria in the campaign of 
1840-41 under the commiind of Brigadier-General 
Micbcll, CB. He is however chiefiy remembered 
for his services during several years in the Royal 
Carriage Department, where his mechanical and 
scientific knowledge enabled him to make many 
improvements ; and by the substitution of madii- 
nery for manual labour, he added greatly to the 
efficiency of the Department. 

Majok EDWARD JACOB BRIDGES acrred 
with the expedition to Walcheren and present at the 
si^e of Flushing in 1309, and intbePeninsuhiaiid 
France from July 1811 to August 1S14, including 
the siege of Cadii in 1811 ; battles of Vittoria and 
the Pyrenees; passage of the Bidassoa, Nivelle, 
Nive and Adour, aud the operations before 
Bayonne. Attached to the Prussian eorpi d'antA 
in 1315, under the command of Prince Angnatus 
of Prussia, and was employed in the reducUon of 
Philippe ville, Klaricnbourg and Rocroy. Adjutant 
to the Royal Artillery, serving with the force 
employed in Portugal in 1836 ; and Brigade-Major 
to the R.A. in the Canados, 12th April to 17th 
September 1838. 

Major-Gksebal henry PALLISEB served in 
the Peninsula and France from November 181S to 
May 1814, including the si^ of San Sebostiaii, 
and battles of Vittoria, Orthes, and Toalouse. 
Scrred subsequently in the American war, inoluding 
the battles of Bladensburg and Baltimore uid 
operations before New Orleuia. Adnoce on Fhu 
June 1SI&. 
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Whs AsaistAct Firemaster at Plymouth SSth April 

1829 till letli January 1843, and First Assistant 
luspector of Artillerj 20th Janiiaiy 1843 till 31at 
October 1848. 

Held the appointmeut of Assistant Adj'iitant- 
Getieral of the Kegiraeiit from Ist April 18B2 lill 
" ■ ' r 1867. 



1785 Colonel E. W. CBOFTON, cb. served in Spain 
during the Chriatino and Carliat war in 1637-3S, 
and was taken prisoner hy the CarlJsts. lie cora- 
manded the Osmanli Horse Artillery during the 
Russian war of 1855-56; aa Brig;adieT-General 
commanded the Royal Artilleiy throughout Ihc 
campoign of 1860 in China, and was present nt 
Ihe action of Sinho, taking of Tangku, capture of 
the Taku torts, actions near Taiigchow, and sur- 
render of Pekin. For lis scrrices in Spain he 
received the 1st Class of the OrJer of Si Fernando, 
the 3rd Class of the Medjidie for his services witb 
the Osinanli Horse Artillery, and the cb. and medal, 
and two Clasps for China. 

fJ03' Colonel CHARLES BINGHAM. Although 
this officer Lad not tlic giKnl fortune lo serve 
actively in the field, still, a few words seem due to 
the memory of one nho during his career held 
sotnc of the most important positions in the 
Regiment, 

He was Brigade-Major at Woolwich from January 
1849 lo December 1854. Appointed Assistant- 
A(ijutant -General in 1855, and became Deputy- 
Adju I ant- General in 1858, on tlie resignation of 
Sir Hew Ross. He thns held important staff 
appointments durini; the criticid period of the 
Crimean War aud Indian Mutiny, and the com- 
pleteness of the Artilleiy arrangements on both 
those occasions hear testimony to his ability in the 
higher branches of administration. 

Colonel Bingham died on the 6th April 1864, 
and was buried with military honours at Flumstesd, 
H.H.H. the Duke of Cambridge attending tbe 
funeral in person.

On the oiilbrenk of the Sepoy Mutiny in IB57, 
he proceeded to India, and on arrival at Calcutta 
was given by Sir Colin Campbell* (whose confidence 
and esteem he had gained in the Crimea) the 
command of a column which marched to the Norlh- 
West Provincea. He joined the armv under Sir 
Colin at Cawnpore, and waa nppointeif a Brigadier 
to command the siege artillery proceeding to 
Lucknow in February 1858. Soon after the fall 
of that city he succeeded to the command of the 
Lucknow Field Force, abont 12,000 i 
in the October following marched into lie Seeta- 
pore district with a portion of tlis Force, and 
jercftted the rebels 5000 strong at Jamo, and sub- 
sequently took by assault after a very severe action 
the fortress of Rirwal, one of the strongest forts 
in Oudb, and thus restored peace in this portion 
of the province. On the conclusion of the war in 
1859, be returned to regimental duty, and was 
appointed to command Uie Royal Artillery in 
Bengal, which he held until his death at Simla. 
at the age of 45 years, on the 27th July, 1861.
